Tulips  for  bedding  are  the  most  popular  and  effective  of  all  hardy,  bulbous  plants.  In  our  de¬ 
scriptions  we  give  the  color  and  average  height  to  wrhich  they  grow.  For  pot  culture  and  forcing 
for  Winter  cut  flowers  they  are  invaluable. 

For  outdoor  planting,  4  inches  to  the  bottom  of  the  bulb  is  deep  enough,  and  a  distance  of  5  to 
6  inches  between  the  bulbs  is  sufficient.  They  may  be  planted  in  October  and  November,  before 
the  ground  freezes.
